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REMARKS

In this amendment, claim 47 was made dependent on allowable claim 32, and 
claim 50 was made dependent on allowable claim 47.

50. (Amended) The method according to claim 47, wherein, during 
powering-down of the Laser, following the setting of the attenuation to the maximum 
attenuation, [a] the laser current is reduced to a substantially zero level. 
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
